Officer Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, and
others of the couinty officials will
attend the ceremony. Officers of
1he health department branch at
Redondo Beach. will also he in-
vited.

Work on the foundation for the
new “building s completed and
much of the steel is already in
place. With the  cornerstone
formally put in place, the com-
pletion of the structure will go
forward rapidly. It is "expected
that the new center will be ready
for use early this fall, as the con-~
tract: calls for its completion In 90
days. -

Credit for securing such a sub-

stantial addition to the number of

public ‘buildings in Torrance is due
largely to the untiring efforts’ of
Former Mayor John Dennis and
Carl 1. Hyde, sccretary of the
Chamber of »Commerce, who have
worked for the past two years or
more to secure this valuable con-

visors, In this they were aided
substantially by Mr. Quinn, super-
visor from the fourth district, who
has worked with them in every
way.

They have had the support of
other officials in Torrance during
their past terms of office and the
support of influential business and
professional men of the city who
recognized the importance of the
move. .

At this date no announcement
can be made as to the program
deviged for the ceremony, as ten-
tative plans have not bheen com-
pleted, but it is hoped that the
entire community will turn out to
show its appreciation to county
officials who will be present.

friends of the revered civic leader.

been a life member for over 40 years.

Son of Doctor
Born in Pittsbugh, Pa., Febru-

ary 28, 1865, the son of Dr. and
Mrs. Jacob Steiner; he early
learned of the sacrifices and hard-
ships -assoclated with the life of
a physician. His father was ong
of the old school of practicing
physiclans who made  his calls
astride a horse. After graduation
from " high " school, young Steiner,
entered a  Philadelphia  medichl
college and was awarded an M, D, |
degree. He served his interneship
in_a Pittsburgh hospjtal and after
taking o post-graduate course, he-
gan the practice of medicine as an
associate of his father in Pitts-

burgh, where he remained for tem .

years.

But the ambitious young phy-
slcian “felt the call of the West,
and in 1881 he traveled to Seattle,
Washington, continuing his pro-
fession until 1921 when he moved

to Torrance. In the latter years
of his practice In Seattle, Dr.
Steiner  specialized In  eleetro~
theropy.

Married In Seattle
While in Seattle, Dr. Steiner met
Martha M. Miller, a kindergarten
teacher, and in March, 1910, they
were married. ) 4
Came to Torrance
In 1921, Dr. Steiner learned of
the opportunities in _ Southern
California, gave up his profession
and moved to Terrance, where he
became assoclated with the Do-
minguez Land Corporation in the

sale of the Torrance Tract. Soon
afterwards, he wad made sales
manager of the corporation by

President Osborne. It was during
his association with the Domingues
Land Corporation that the oll
boom in ‘Torrance was at its
zenith,

In 1923, Steiner resigned from
the Dominguez Land Corporation
and moved to Redondo. However,
he comtinued n the real estikte
business in Torrance In partngr-
ship with the Vonderahe Brothems
and Lawrence Crowell. When the
real estate hoom began to wane
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
